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MPC has busy night 


St. Albert's Municipal 
Planning Commission had a 
busy time Tuesday night 
looking over applications for 
a $500,000 expansion to the 
Associated Medical Clinic on 
St. Michael Street, an office 
commercial development on 
the St. Albert Trail and a 46 
unit-five storey apartment 
block near Green Grove 
Drive. 

MPC also looked at plans 
for a new court house on the 
north side of St. Anne Street 
and the extension of Grandin 
Road. 

Dr. W. Skrobot was before 


the commission with his 
proposal for a 110 foot by 10 
foot expansion of the medical 
clinic, but the main objection 
to the plan was in the selling 
of the right of way, because 
of resultant parking difficul- 
ties. 

It was finally agreed by the 
MPC that the matter of 
selling the right of way 
should be referred to council 
but that the development 
should be approved in prin- 
ciple. 

Dr. D. R. LeDrew was also 
in front of the commission 
with a proposal for a 


commercial/office develop- 
ment just above the St. 
Albert United Church on the 
St. Albert Trail. This was 
referred to council so that the 
council could advertise its 
intention to change the land 
use. Some concern was 
expressed by the MPC, 
notably MPC member Bill 
Shields that the spot zoning 
route could be fraught with 
danger. The idea was that 
council should stick by the 
General Plan. 

On the 46 unit apartment 
dwelling which will be for

Sturgeon Hospital could 
use expansion 


The Sturgeon General 
Hospital on McKenney Ave- 
nue has recorded massive 
increases in patient use for 
1977, way up on the previous 
year. 

Outpatient surgery increa- 
sed by almost 100 percent 
from 297 to S80 and large 
increases in the hospital's 
use over the past year and a 
half will no doubt bring 
pressure on the Sturgeon 
Hospital Board to go for 
expansion of the facility. 

Administrator at the hos- 
pital Cliff Keyes commented 
however, ‘Even if we had 
the money, we could not do it 
without government appro- 
val.** 

Next largest percent in- 
crease, 38.3 percent, was 


registered in respiratory 
visits and these went up from 
4,398 to 6,084. 

Smallest increase was 3.4 
percent with visits to the 
Physiotherapy Department 
up from 13,609 to 14,069. 

Other large increases were 
registered in outpatients 
visits which were up 11.7 
percent from 38,183 to 
42,658. 

Emergency room visits 
were up from 15,962 to 
17,704, a 10.9 percent 
increase. 

Laboratory unit visits were 
up from 136,670 to 149,512 
an increase of 9.4 percent. 
X-ray unit use went up nine 
percent from 8,773 in 1976 to 
9,559 last year.

MD Sturgeon may revert 
to county system 


A move may be made by’the MD of 
Sturgeon to return to the county system 
it was learned at the regular meeting of 
the MD of Sturgeon last week. 

The move seems largely influenced by 
fears that the Sturgeon School Division 
No. 24 is becoming too powerful in its 

wn right if a comment by the Reeve of 
rgeon Bill Flynn is anything to go by. 
eferring to conflicts at school boards 
in the Counties of Strathcona and Leduc 
Réeve Flynn said: “‘School authorities 
are in the event of building an empire and 
by tape the county council.” 
/Tf the county system does return to the 
“MD of Sturgeon it could mean a re- 
election, a free for all where the six 
Sturgeon school board members and the 
eight member Sturgeon council would 
fight for 11 seats on the revamped MD of 
Sturgeon. The school board would wither 
to committee status and would therefore 
have less power in handling its own 
finances. 

But what seems to have sparked the 
whole debacle between the MD of 
Sturgeon and the Sturgeon School 
Division is the expensive renovation 
proposal for the Cunningham School. 
The school division planned on 
moving into the renovated premises, 
with the Sturgeon Regional Recreation 
Board having to seek other premises 
by April 1. 

After the MD meeting last week all 
this could be changed. 

Motion after motion was carried to 
bring the school board into line, the 
final motion suggesting that the 
Regional Recreation Board be given a 
time extension to stay in the 
Cunningham School. The Sturgeon 
School Board on the contrary ‘‘should 
be prepared to vacate to accommodate 
the Recreation Board” if it moved by 
Apm 1. 

A motion was also carried to the 
effect that room would be found in 
any event in the Sturgeon MD 
building for Alberta Hail and Crop 
Insurance and a poultry specialist

Elected officials of both the MD of 
Sturgeon and the Sturgeon School 
Board will also be meeting soon, 
possibly as early as March 2, to 
discuss the MD returning to the 
county system.

It was also moved that the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs and the Minister 
of Education will be tipped on the 
request of the Sturgeon council that 
the school board submit its 1978 
budget estimates under Section 121 of 
the School Act. 

The Sturgeon School Board will 
have 30 days notice for the budget 
submission. 

If the MD does revert back to 
county status it could mean streamlin- 
ing among administrative office staff 
as well as elected officials. 

Deputy Reeve of the MD, Lawrence 
Kluthe, sees the possible move as “‘cut- 
ting back on committee meetings.” 

Early in the meeting Reeve Flynn 
emphasized that he wanted to sit down 
with the Sturgeon School Division No. 
24 before any moves were taken 
unilaterally. 

“One option is to sit down with the 
school board - if we go into a county 
system, we think this is a direct 
approach,” said the Reeve. 

What jolts a little is that in a recent 
news release from the Sturgeon School 
Division it seems the division was 
concerned about cutting back on 
expenses. It was pointed out that a 
proposal from the school board for 
new office premises worked out 
$200,000 cheaper than a_ similar 
proposal from the MD. These 
proposals included possible extension 
of the municipal building or the 
renovation of the Cunningham School. 

Reeve Flynn told the MD at the 
regular meeting the MD would be 
much further ahead if it put “that

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Campaign promise sparks 
fast action on vandalism 


Protestant School Board 
trustees moved action on 
three recommendations br- 
ought before them as in- 
formation at Wednesday's 
regular board meeting. 

The recommendations ap- 
peared in a preliminary 
report on vandalism pre- 
pared by the administration 
and submitted to the Board 
for additional input. How- 
ever, Board members felt it 
was important to begin 
action in at least some areas 
as soon as possible. 

Trustee Wes Penner mov- 
ed that the recommended 
action regarding accurate 
reporting and accounting of 
acts of vandalism be insti- 
tuted as quickly as possible. 
He felt there was no point 
delaying in an area which 
was obviously going to be 
moved on anyway. 

The reporting and acc- 
ounting of vandalism will 
take place on a standardized 
form (the second recomm- 
endation) which will enable 
the administration to pin- 
point high risk areas and 
times of occurrence as well 
as costs. The information will 
help the administration in 
preventing future occurren- 
ces. 

Most interesting of the 
recommendations to be acted 
upon was one calling for the 
implementation of a reward 
system in some schools in the 
system next year. 

The reward system, sim- 
ilar to one currently in place 
ina San Francisco suburb, 
would see schools granted a 
sum of money based on pupil 
enrollment. The schools 
would pay vandalism costs 
out of this sum and any left 
over would be the schools to 


use as they wished. 

Hopefully this system 
would inspire more respon- 
sibility in the pupils to take 
care of their schools. Peer 
pressure would help prevent 
acts of vandalism by in- 
dividuals which would affect 
the student body as a whole. 

Presently the District is 
looking at implementing the 
program in at least two 
schools and as many as four 
for the coming school year. 

The new W.D. Cuts school 
in Lacombe Park will almost 
definitely be included in the 
program. School principal, 
Barry Findlater has express- 
ed his desire to co-operate in 
the program and a new 
building would be an excell- 
ent choice for a study of the 
program's effects. 

Paul Kane High School is 
also a likely candidate for the 
program. The high school, 
along with junior highs in the 
district, receive the brunt of 
vandalism occurring during 
school hours when the 
program will be in effect. 

The reward program de- 
tails are currently being 
ironed out by the admini- 
stration and the specifics will 
come before the Board at its 
March 22 meeting. 

The program was selected 
from among several preven- 
tative measures studied. 
These included student pat- 
rols who would operate a 
hallway monitoring system, 
security guards (found to be 
more suitable to a ghetto-like 
environment), 24 hour custo- 
dians similar to those em- 
ployed by the Edmonton 
Board in some of its larger 
schools (deemed too great an 
expense for the St. Albert 
system given the size of its

Teachers will have to 
wait for keys 


Trustee Shirley McCaff- 
ety'’s controversial notice of 
motion which called for keys 
to be made available more to 
school staff members was 
defeated 4-0 in her absence 
at last Wednesday's regular 
meeting of the Protestant 
School Board. 

Two Board members - Wes 
Penner and Gary Hodgins - 
brought their own motions to 
the meeting which called for 
greater input by admini- 
Stration and others who 
would be using the keys. 

The trustees were in 
agreement that a key policy 
should be derived from a 
broader base which would 
include a review of security 
and financial implications as 
well as the needs of users. 

Financial considerations 
include the cost of replacing 
the security lock barrels (if 


keys are lost) and the keys 
themselves, Barrel replace- 
ment runs at $40 per barrel 
(exclusive of labour) and 
keys are specially cut at 
$2.50. 

A Mr. Osgood, spokesman 
for a group of teachers 
present at the meeting, 
preceded discussion on Mc- 
Caffery's motion. He pointed 
out that the present policy 
was affecting teacher mor- 
ale. Teachers were often 
frustrated when they wished 
to return to the school for 
work. Greater accessibility 
would help the teachers do a 
better job for themselves and 
ultimately for the district. 

At present the principal of 
the schools are each assigned 
eight keys. These are then 
controlled and issued by him 
for teacher use on weekends. 

Schools in the district are 


open to teachers until 11:30 
p.m. from 8 in the morning 
during the week. To gain 
admittance on the weekends 
(if a key has not been 
obtained from the principal) 
teachers can phone a security 
man at a given number and 
given time to arrange to get 
into the school. 

The administration will 
spend the next three weeks 
collecting further input whi- 
ch will appear in a report to 
the Board on March 22. 

The present key policy was 
derived in the early 1970's 
following complaints by the 
RCMP and the Board's 
insurance company that sch- 
ool doors were being left 
open. At that time standard 
locks were used with no 
control over the number of 
keys that might be duplica- 
ted or lost. 


Whole family rallies 
to quit smoking habit 


In these health conscious 
times, many Canadians are 
attempting to renounce the 
cigarette habit. However, 
when an entire family throws 
themselves into this worthy 
endeavour, their efforts de- 
serve notice. 

A St. Albert family, who 
between them have smoked 
for 34 years, have enrolled 
themselves in the Sturgeon 
Health Unit's Stop Smoking 
Course, and have pooled 
their resources to fight the 
“demon weed."’ 

Mr. Jake DeChamplain, 
his wife Bobby and their two 
sons Darcy and Darren have 
decided that their smoking 
habits are too wasteful of 
health and money and have 
set their sights on quitting. 
Mr. DeChamplain has smo- 
ked for 20 years, his wife for 
10 and their 14 and 16 year 
old sons for two years each, 
In total they have been 
spending an average of $120 
per month on cigarettes. The 
DeChamplains concluded 
this money would be well 
spent elsewhere, and since 
quitting have bought them- 
selves a pinball machine, to 
have fun and provide them 
with an outlet for nervous 


fingers. 

Mr. DeChamplain has an 
allergy to cigarette smoke, 
which tends to nauseate him. 
However, like most smokers, 
he endured this side effect 
for many years because of his 
dependence on tobacco. All 
this has changed however. 
He reports now that he can 
eat breakfast in the morning, 
a treat that smoking had 
deprived him of for many 
years. 

Both the DeChamplain 
boys began smoking two 
years ago, an act which 
proved upsetting for their 
mother. But, like most 
parents, there was little she 


could do. However, when 
Darcy had to do a project on 
smoking at school, the family 
became strongly aware of the 
dangers and decided to take 
action. Since that time over a 
week ago, all report im- 
proved health, although they 
laughingly refer to a little 
edginess that has infected 
them as a result of with- 
drawal, This is a temporary 
condition however, and the 
DeChamplains do not seem 
daunted by it, They are quick 
to point out the value of the 
Health Unit course, without 
which they say they could not 
have made the change.

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Deportation laws changed in new immigration act 


By mid 1978 Canadians 
will have a new Immigration 
Act. 

This means that the laws 
concerning the selection of 
suitable immigrants for Can- 
ada; the denial of entry or 
expulsion of unsuitable in- 
dividuals and the role of 
Canada in international aff- 
airs concerning refugees, 
have all been re-examined 
and, in many cases, chan- 
ged. 

The importance of pro- 
vincial consultation will be 
acknowledged in the Act. 
The minister responsible for 
immigration will be required 
to consult with the provinces 
on their immigrant distri- 
bution, population, and lab- 
our market needs; and, 
publicly announce national 
immigration levels. 

The principles concerning 
non-discrimination with re- 
gard to race, ethnic origin, 
colour, religion, or sex will 
not change; and the ‘‘point”’ 
system of selection will still 
be used. Points will be used 
to assess the individual's 
capability for successful set- 
tlement in Canada including 
Such areas as education, 
training, occupational de- 
mand, etcetera. 

Sponsored dependents of 
Canadian residents are not 
subject to the point system 
and are required only to be in 
good health and be of good 
character. 

Important changes have 
been made in the medical 
health area, where, the 
denial of entry for those with 
diseases specifically listed in 
the Old Act, such as epil- 
epsy, will no longer apply. 

Those who have previously 
been denied entry on this 
basis will be allowed to 
re-apply when the new Act is 
proclaimed. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR ENTRY 


Some of the most import- 
ant sections of the new Act 
are those dealing with immi- 
grant selection, that is, who 
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AMAZING! AN ENTIRE WRENCH SEI 


is eligible for entry into 
Canada and who is not. 

Basically, there are two 
types of persons who seek 
admission to Canada; visi- 
tors, seeking temporary resi- 
dence, such as tourists or 
students; and immigrants, 
seeking permanent residen- 
ce. 

Temporary residents must 
be able to establish that tfey 
are self-supporting for the 
duration of their visit. 
Students and others wishing 
to work temporarily must 
obtain authorization to work 
while still abroad. 

Although non-residents 
must still meet the basic 
admission standards desig- 
ned to protect public health 
and maintain national sec- 
urity, the principles of family 
reunification and humani- 
tarianism have now been 
officially recognized in the 
Act. 

Permanent residence re- 
quirements will be primarily 
based on the applicant's 
ability to settle successfully 
in Canada. In addition to the 
“‘point’’ system in selection, 
other considerations include 
knowledge of English or 
French, employment oppor- 
tunities in the area of 
destination and whether or 
not the individual has rela- 
tives in Canada who would 
be able to provide assistance 
if necessary. 

For the first time, the 
Immigration Act will ack- 
nowledge Canada's obliga- 
tions, under a United Na- 
tions Convention, to protect 
refugees. ‘'Convention” re- 
fugees are generally des- 
cribed as persons who have a 
well-founded fear of per- 
secution because of their 
racial, religious or political 
opinions and are unwilling to 
return to their native coun- 
try. Furthermore, persons 
recognized as refugees who 
come into Canada may not 
subsequently be deported 
unless it is established that a 
threat to national security or 
public order exists.

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APPEALS AND 
DEPORTATION 


Deportation, often con- 
sidered a drastic response to 
relatively minor violations of 
immigration law will, under 
the new Act, be provided 
with two less permanent 
alternatives. Rather than 
deporting a visitor for com- 
mitting a minor infraction of 
the Act a ‘‘departure notice” 
may be issued. This notice 
requires only that the in- 
dividual leave Canada with 
an option to reapply for entry 
at any time without being 
discredited in future appli- 
cations. 

Another measure that res- 
ponds to minor offences of 
immigration law is the 
**exclusion order.’ where 
the applicant is allowed to 
either withdraw their app- 
lication or be barred from 
readmission to Canada for 
one year. 

If, due to more serious 
offences of legislation, a de- 
portation has been ordered, a 
resident may dispute the 
order through recourse pro- 
vided in the new Act. 

The three systems of re- 
course are a revised inquiry 
system, an Appeal Board 
and, in exceptional cases, a 
Special Advisory Board. 

The Appeal Board will 
listen to evidence contesting 
the legality of the removal 
order as well as evidence that 
entry should be granted on 
humanitarian or compass- 
ionate grounds. 

In more isolated instances, 
where the Minister respon- 
sible for immigration and the 
Solicitor General are in 
possession of information 
relating to the activities of 
subversion, terrorism or ser- 
ious crime of a permanent 
resident, a meeting of a 
**Special Advisory Board”’ 
will be called. 


REFUSAL FOR ENTRY 


The basic premise of 
rejection of entry applica- 


tions established by the 
present Act will be main- 
tained in the new Act, That 
is, individuals who pose a 
threat to public health, 
safety. order or national 
security will be refused 
admission, 

All entrants to Canada are 
subject to an examination by 
a medical officer. When 
assessing an applicant's ov- 
erall physical and mental 
condition, the officer con- 
siders such factors as: the 
tisk to public health from 
communicable diseases, the 
tisk to public safety from 


uncontrollable behaviour, 
the demand likely to be 
placed on health care and 
other public services and the 
overall potential for leading a 
productive life. 

If an applicant is con- 
sidered to be a threat to 
public health or safety, at 
least one other medical 
officer must be of the same 
opinion before that person 
can be declared inadmiss- 
ible. 

Those who have been 
convicted of past violations 
will have their cases re- 
viewed according to the 


seriousness of the offence 
would hold under Canadian 
law. 

New provisions have been 
added to exclude persons 
who may not have been 
convicted for a criminal 
offence but who are known to 
be involved in organized 
crime, or who are likely to 
engage in acts of violence 

These assessments would 
be based on confidential 
information about known 
criminals or terrorists pro- 
vided by enforcement and 
security agencies.

st. Albert settlers 
militant in 1 882 


The February 14 issue of the newsletter by St. Albert 
Historical Society contains an interesting excerpt from 
the December 30, 1882 edition of the Edmonton 
Bulletin. Controversy arose over a proposed 
township survey for the little mission settlement, and 
at the heart of it was the meandering Sturgeon River. 


WHEELCHAIR DANCES 


A highlight of the evening 
was a couple of wheelchair 
numbers one to a slow waltz 
and the other to a faster 
pace.

The colony of St. Albert is considerably excited just 
now and very much dissatisfied with the unjust manner in 
which it seems the people are to be treated. The 
inhabitants of this colony have occupied their lands during 
many years, most of them before the transfer. St. Albert 
has founded in 1860* by the Catholic Mission which 
gathered around it considerable number of settlers. At 
present about 200 families are established on both sides 
of the Sturgeon River in a radius of from six to eight miles 
to the east of the Mission and six miles to the west. These 
families are for the most part half-breeds, born and reared 
in the country, which certainly belongs to them according 
to every just title. They have industable rights to the land, 
rights which have been granted by the Manitoba Act. 
New settlers among us have bought land off the occupied 
long before the transfer, We certainly form the most 
ancient colony of the district and so far the most 
numerous. And now it would appear that our very 
existance is to be ignored. We are to be treated the same 
Way as an attempt was made to treat the people of 
Manitoba before the troubles! Our right to a river claim 
survey is not to be recognized. We are told that we must 
be contented with a township survey. Such arrangement !s 
both unjust and absurd for it ruin the whole settlement. 
Not a single old settler would not find all his 
improvements cut up and in most cases, lost altogether; 
and in many cases two, three and even four settlers would 
find themselves on the same half, or even the same 
quarter—section since the river does not form a boundary 
in the system of township survey. Our population !s 
peaceful, calm and submissive, but if such injustice ' fo 
be acted toward them, if they are to be treated as @ 
conquered people; if they are not to receive, and that in 
all justice, what have been given to Edmonton, Prince 
Albert and throughout all Manitoba, they will protest and 
give in to nothing short than open force.

on CKUA 


Alberta's legislature mov- 
es a step closer to the public 
when the new session opens 
on March 2. During the 
entire Spring Session, CKUA 
will carry coverage of the 
Question Period in the House 
each weekday afternoon at 
2:30 p.m. It will be supp- 
lemented with commentary 
by Warren Graves, who was 
clerk assistant of the Legis- 
lative Assembly from 1967 to 
1974, 

As Mr. Graves explains it, 
“The Question Period is not 
only a lively, but an impor- 
tant part of each legislative 
day. We will begin broad- 
casting at the opening of 
proceedings and we'll likely 
hear bills being introduced. 
This will allow us to explain 


to listeners the various 
Stages of each piece of 
legislation, and any amend- 
ments, as well as carrying 
the Question Period itself.’ 

The coverage of the Ques- 
tion Period will be broadcast 
Monday through Friday from 
2:30 to 3:30 p.m. The 
broadcasts will be live 
Monday through Thursday, 
but because the Friday 
Question Period is held in the 
morning, will be pre-re- 
corded on Friday.

Staff members of the 
association serve on the 
committees of Edmonton's 
Interagency Council. Mrs. 
Holmes is a community re- 
source person in the Con- 
vulsive Disorder Clinic held 
at Glenrose Hospital. 


The wolf... innocent 
victim or villain ? 


The wolf is usually type- 
cast either as a villain by its 
enemies or as an innocent 
victim by its defenders. 

But according to Dr. Lu 
Carbyn, a scientist with the 
Canadian Wildlife Service, 
the wolf is actually a mixture 
of both. 

‘People are strongly pro- 
wolf or anti-wolf. But ac- 
tually the wolf is both a 
villain and non-villain,’’ he 
says. 

The wolf can be a ruthless 
killer and, contrary to some 
popular opinion, usually pr- 
eys upon large mammals 
such as deer, elk, moose and 
bison rather than smaller 
animals. 

But he adds that by killing, 
wolves play an important role 
in the eco-system -- keeping 
‘populations of their prey at 
levels where the animals 
won't destroy their range 
and suffer starvation. 

And having studied wolves 
at close quarters for about 
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four years in Jasper National 
Park, the scientist says that 
even when judged by human 
standards, the animal has its 
redeeming qualities. 

For one thing, wolves have 
personality. 

‘I think they're a fas- 
cinating animal -- just like 
dogs in some ways. There's a 
certain stereotype to their 
character but there are also 
wide variations between in- 
dividuals ... They show a 
wide latitude in their res- 
ponses.”’ 

Wolves are social animals, 
interacting with a complex 
social structure that includes 
two hierarchies of dominance 
-- one for males and one for 
females. Usually only the 
dominant male and female in 
a pack mate, and the re- 
maining adults help care for 
the pups by performing such 
tasks as ‘‘babysitting.”’ 

They have an extensive 
and complex set of behavior- 
al signals,’’ says the re- 
search scientist. ‘‘For ex- 
ample, they use signals that 
say, ‘I’m coming but am 
subordinate’, when approa- 
ching a dominant wolf.”’ 

When tamed, wolves use 
these subordination signals 
in relating to their master, 
who they seem to view as a 
dominant wolf. 


ATTACKS ON HUMANS 
RARE 


Although there have been 
cases of wolves attacking 
humans in Europe, there has 
been only one documented 
attack in North America, 

‘Tl never personally felt 


threatened by them. In fact I 
almost stepped on them 
once. I didn’t see them 
because they were sleeping 
in tall grass,’’ said the scien-

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REFLECTIONS ON CANADIAN CITIZENSHIP

What a scenario against which to take out 
Canadian Citizenship! 


Last week it was Gazette man Jim Mcintyre’s 
time to swear the oath of allegiance in 
Edmonton's court of Canadian Citizenship. 
Some might think the whole exercise of the 
Citizenship ceremony is a little phony, just 
another occasion on which you pick up pieces 
of paper and plastic to show that you are 
politically and legally the equal of your fellow 
Canadian. 


But sitting back in the courtroom before going 
up to the judge to swear the oath, there was 
time to reflect on Canada and where it is going, 
and what is represents. 


The 66 people at the ceremony, representing 30 
different nations such as Israel, Lebanon, South 
Africa, Britain, the Philippines, Nigeria, and 
Greece among others must have been 
impressed at some of the judicial mutterings, 
wise cracks which might otherwise have gone 
unrecorded had not a member of the print media 
been there to remember them all. 


As a Greek went up to the judge, the judge was 
heard to say words to the effect of, “Greece the 
Cradle of Democracy, but you've slipped a little 
in recent years.” Imagine the risks a judge 
would have taken in present day Greece if he 
had said such a thing! 


Imagine the implications if the judge had said in 
a dictatorship, “an election is coming up so 
make sure you vote intelligently,” making a neat 
little dig at Prime Minister Trudeau. But you can 
still say things like this in Canada and raise a 
laugh, not a repressed groan. 


And no one could gainsay the humour of the 
judge when he suggested of the many ways to 
get rid of foreigners, one of the best was to give 
them Canadian Citizenship. 


But the judge also emphasized that it was good 
for new Canadians to keep their accents, the 
things that made them different, the tears that 
might come to their eyes when they cast their 
minds eye back to the things of home. The 
judge said it would be good for Canadians to 
feel that way about Canada. 


So it's good to become a Canadian, because, 
as it was pointed out, it's like a good marriage, 
you don’t lose anything and generally you tend 
to gain a lot. 


Again, it was impossible not to notice the 
background of some of those new Canadians 
who had come from the world’s trouble spots to 
make a fresh start in Canada. 


And that even though the corrosive influence of 
the world is gradually making itself felt in 
Canada in increased political turmoil, and the 
social problems and ills associated with 
unemployment, the country is stili. viable. 


Sad also to think that no great leader will, as far 
as can be seen, emerge from the shadows to 
take Canada into the next crucial five years of 
world history; and the only call to battle if battle 
it will be, will be the clucking of Joe Clark, the 
braying of Ed Broadbent, and the smirking 
bleats of Prime Minister Trudeau.

Oversupply of office space 


gives Vancouver tenants big break 


To lure tenants into their 
new offices, developers in 
Vancouver are offering var- 
ious inducements which am- 
ount to between $10 and $15 
per square foot. According to 
the office leasing manager of 
A. E. LePage Western Ltd., 
vacancy rates are estimated 
anywhere from 8.6 to 11 
percent. 

It works to the tenants’ 
advantage and inducements 
for tenants to move are 
remaining at unheard of 
levels. The most common is 
an allowance of $10 to $15 
per square foot for tenants’ 
improvements such as par- 
titions, carpets and wall 
panelling. In a normal 
market developers would 
allow $1 or $2 at the most. 

Other practices to woo 
tenants include paying the 
tenants’ moving costs, free 
parking from three to 18 
months and buying up an 
existing lease to enable a 
tenant to move. 

For a tenant who will lease 
a good size block, from 
50,000 to 100,000 square 
feet, for example, the good- 
ies get better. Late last year 
offers peaked in Vancouver 
at $18 to $20 per square foot. 

The Vancouver manager of 


Marathon Realty Ltd. said 
that tenant inducements 


being given in this over- 
supply situation are repre- 
senting one to two years’ 
rent on a five year lease.

Ignorance Is Bliss 


Education, the story goes, 
is the process of changing bliss- 
ful ignorance into some other 
kind of ignorance. And, in re- 
cent years, a surprisingly great 
amount of ignorance has been 
apparent in the wild kingdom 
of education, 

Education has traditionally 
been an elitist concept: either 
the wealthiest or the most in- 
tellectually adept went on to 
the highest levels of education. 
The rest of the people went 
out into the world where they 
learned a lot more than most 
universities could explain any- 
way. 

But our society doesn’t have 
much time for tradition. So, 
less than two decades ago, 
the doors of academia were 
thrown open to everyone who 
could achieve very minimal 
standards of academic accom- 
plishment. Almost overnight, 
the university degree, which 
had represented a reasonably 
meaningful achievement, be- 
came the hula hoops of our 
time; everyone has one but no 
one is really sure why. 

Recently, the true value of 
a university degree has been 
reflected in astonishingly high 
unemployment rates for post- 
secondary graduates. If we can 
believe everything we read 
(and there are days when it 
would be nice to be able to 
believe even some of what we 
read), most university grads 
never do find suitable work. 

With the exception of the 
natural sciences and, perhaps, 
a few of the applied social 
Sciences such as economics 


and anthropology, one never 


did learn all that much in uni- 
versity that would th directly 
applicable to the working 
world, However, one learned 
something more important: 
mental discipline (which trans- 
lates as the ability to learn and 
to think), A university degree 


was important because of what 
it signified about one’s mental 
abilities. 

Today, the universities have 
slashed their standards in a 
desperate effort to keep en- 
rolments high, Students are 
graduating from university 
without the least concept of 
how to structure a paragraph 
or handle simple arithmetic. 
It has reached the point where 
a contemporary B.A. carries 
no more weight than high 
school graduation of two dec- 
ades ago. 

If it was merely a matter of 
students wasting an extra three 
or more years of their lives in 
the sheltered environs of aca- 
demia, there would be little 
cause for concern. Students 
are people (rumours to the 
contrary notwithstanding) and 
deserve the right to determine 
their own intellectual destiny. 
However, there is a very real 
dollar cost for the Canadian 
taxpayer. 

The cost of prolonging for- 
mal education is never borne 
by the student personally. 
Rather, society pays almost 
the entire shot. And this goes 
along way towards explaining 
Canada’s crushing tax bills. 
Business pays a substantial 
chunk of this tax bill, so higher 
taxes mean Canadian business 
is put at a competitive dis- 
advantage compared (0 busi- 
ness in countries where formal 
educations are shorter. 

Or, to put it another way, 
our university grads are having 
trouble finding jobs in part 
because it took them so long 
— and cost society so much 
— to complete their educa 
tions. And that’s one lesson 
they aren’t teaching in univer 
sities.

Compulsory insurance has its faults 


As director of Student Legal Services, 
Campus Project, I have noted the sub- 
stantial number of persons charged 
under the Motor Vehicle Administration 
Act’s ‘“‘no insurance” section which 
demands that you have a minimum of 
$50,000 public liability and property 
damage coverage on your car. (This is 
being raised to $100,000 as of July 
Ist). This situation particularly troubles 
me because it is a very expensive propo- 
sition for those caught: 

- $400.00 minimum fine. 

- plus, the cost of towing and storage, if 
you want your car back. 

- plus, the cost of buying the insurance 
that you have to have proof of, before the 
police will release your car to you. 

This ‘‘no insurance” section makes it 


illegal to park, drive, or Own an 
uninsured vehicle, positioned on a 
“highway.” Basically, “highway” is 
defined as everywhere but private 
property. 

Although one doesn’t have too 
much sympathy for those that flagrantly 
disregard the law, one’s sense of justice 
may be outraged when these same 
unbending laws have to be applied to 
people who are only technically guilty. 
Such cases may arise when people 
who move to Alberta from B.C. or 
Saskatchewan are stopped and charged, 
because unbeknownst to them, their pol- 
icies are voided because they moved out 
of their respective provinces, 

Another situation which is patently 
unfair is the situation where the person 


pushes his uninsured car out into the 
alley while he cleans his garage; along 
comes a policeman and tickets him. 
These situations and ones akin to them 
do not form the bulk of the ‘no 
insurance” cases, but they are by no 
means rare. 

In short, I wish to bring to your 
attention, and that of your readers, 
that this law exists, so that perhaps 
they will avoid this situation in the 
first place by ensuring that they have 
the proper insurance and secondly, 
that this law is very arbitrary and can 
work considerable injustice.

Cross country skiing is one 
of the most popular outdoor 
winter sports in Canada, and 
this winter's heavy snow has 
delighted skiers and encour- 
aged many others to join. But 
beginners and even some 
experienced skiers don't 
know, or don't apply, some 
basic safety precautions to 
make sure that fun doesn't 
become tragedy. 

The Canada Safety Council 
strongly recommends that 
anyone wishing to take up 
cross country skiing join a 
club where expert knowledge 
of the sport and the coun- 
tryside is available. 

Cross country — skiing 
should be done during day- 
light hours and always in 
company. A lone skier is 
more exposed to hazards. 
The route should follow 
recognized trails and skiers 
should carry a map and a 
compass and learn to use 
them. A good safety practice 
is to advise others at home of 
the intended route and 
estimated departure and 
arrival times. 

The ability of everyone in 
the group should be taken 
into consideration when ch- 
oosing the terrain and setting 
the distance to cover. It is 
also important to wear 
proper clothing and use 
proper equipment. A reliable 
sporting goods dealer can 
give good advice. 

Skiers must be prepared 
for bad weather and chan- 
ging conditions. They should 
know the shelters along the 
trail, carry extra food rations 
and a sportsman’s all pur- 
pose or space blanket. 
Accidents can happen any 
time, as well as damage to 
equipment, A small first aid 
kit and a small ski equipment 
tool kit will be useful.

tist, referring to the pack he 
studied in Jasper National 
Park.” 

Dr. Carbyn says the wolf is 
not endangered in North 
America as a whole, and has 
actually increased its range 
in northern and western 
Canada. 

But he points out that this 
increase appears to be part of 
a population cycle that may 
be partially caused by man. 
When wolf populations in- 
crease, the public tends to 
react against the animal with 
the result that ‘‘predator 
control’’ -- wolf killing -- 
programs are implemented. 

In turn, the wolf popu- 
lation declines 

Dr. Carbyn says there's no 
doubt that the wolf often 
competes with man for the 
same resource -- large un- 
gulates, or livestock. This 
usually happens when both

man and wolf hunt the same 
species on a sustained basis. 

‘*But it’s the degree of 
competition that’s at the 
heart of the controversy. It 
becomes a matter of values -- 
sports hunting versus wol- 
ves.” 

The scientist opts for wol- 
ves. 

‘*In wilderness systems, 
man should be getting the 
interest, not the capital,’’ he 
says. ‘‘I believe steps should 
be taker to ensure that 
species such as the wolf have 
a place in our country.” 

An effective method of 
protecting wolves would be 
to declare them official game 
or furbearing animals in 
wildegness areas, he says. 

**Making the wolf a game 
or furbearing animal would 
provide a legal basis for 
managing them and under 
some circumstances, draw- 
ing attention to them as a 
resource and not a ‘var- 


mint’,’’ he says. ‘‘The wolf 


has never been given priority 

. Animals like deer and 
caribou get a lot of attention 
because they're economically 


important."’ 

He adds, however, that it 
would be impractical to make 
the wolf a protected game or 
furbearer species in agri. 
cultural areas where it preys 
on livestock, 

As a game animal, the 
wolf would primarily be 
hunted as a trophy by 
sportsmen -- and would be 
subject to management pr 
actices such as closed hunt 
ing seasons and bag limits 
As a furbearer, its valuabk 
pelts would be harvested for 
market. The most likely time 
for the hunting season would 
be from September to Jar 
uary, when the animals rur 
in packs and are without 
young, says Dr. Carbyn 

One problem with th 
concept of making the wolf a 
game species is that only a 
select few sports hunters 
regard the animal as a 
desirable game animal. Oth 
er problems relating to these 
circumstances concern live 
stock which has to be 
protected from wolf pre 
dation.

A robot welder capable of 
automatically welding hull 
components for a wide 
variety of ships is efficient, 
easy to handle and provides 
considerable economy of 
manpower, according to a 
report in the Canada/Japan 
Trade Council newsletter of 
November, 1977. 

The welding robot was 
designed by Japan's Nippon 
Kokan K.K. and control 
resides in a mini-computer 
which permits decision-mak- 
ing as well as application of 
pre-fed instructions. It is 


reported that enquiries are 
pouring in from around the 
world. 

Employing a gantry-type 
support, the welder is 
equipped with three sensors 
and each sensor unit has a 
differential transformer whi- 
ch has a feed-back function 
to correct misalignment of 
weld joints and variations in 
fit-up. The use of two torches 
affords high-speed welding. 

The robot is fed simple 
instructions and the sensors 
then follow the weld-lines in 
accordance with the se- 
quence previously dictated.

Canada Council, has been 
responsible for funding a 
major part of this expansion. 

PACT chairman, Dr. Gre- 
gory Poggi stated: ‘‘We need 
funds to keep our theatres 
alive, but in the last three 
years funds have been re- 
duced or frozen with the 
following disastrous results. 
In spite of ticket price 
increases 67% of our mem- 
bers have had to cut back the 
number of their productions, 
55% have had to lay off staff, 
74% have had to reduce the 
number of actors employed, 
and 55% have incurred a 
greatly increased deficit."’ 

In February, 1977, mem- 
bers of PACT met with the 
Secretary of State John 
Roberts, and apprised him of 
the critical needs of the 
theatre profession. Yet in 
September, 1977, Mr. Rob- 
erts announced that $13.6 
million would be given to 
new and on-going cultural 
programs. PACT is angered

Financial support from the 
Canadian Film Development 
Corporation made possible 
the release in Canada of 21 
feature-length motion pic- 
tures during 1976-77. Thir- 
teen were in English, eight in 
French. 

The CFDC was established 
by the Canadian Government 
10 years ago to help create a 
feature film industry in 
Canada. Its current budget is 
$3,343,000. 

In its annual report re- 
leased recently, the Corpor- 
ation noted several films and 
directors as examples of 
successful Canadian feat- 


ures. They were: ‘‘Death 
Weekend" - William Fruett, 
“Je suis loin de toi Mig- 
nonne"’ - Claude Fournier, 
‘‘Parlez-nous d’amour"’

eaking Point’’ - Robert Clark. 
During the fiscal year 
ending March 31, the film

Level for air 
contaminants 


adopted 


Maximum tolerable levels 
have been set for five major 
air contaminants under the 
Clean Air Act, Environment 
Minister Len Marchand ann- 
ounced recently. 

The five contaminants -- 
particulate matter, sulphur 
dioxide, carbon monoxide, 
oxidants (ozone), and _ nitro- 
gen dioxide -- are respon- 
sible for 90 percent of total 
air pollution in Canada. 

Under the Clean Air Act of 
1971, three levels for air 
quality were set -- desirable, 
acceptable, and tolerable. 

Desirable is the level 
where the environment gen- 
erally is not affected; acc-

eptable is the level where 
minimal effects of cont- 
aminants are considered to 
be reasonable. 

When air quality condi- 
tions have deteriorated to the 
maximum tolerable level, 
prompt abatement action is 
necessary by local author- 
ities. Surveillance of air 
quality in Canada over the 
past several years, however, 
has shown these levels are 
seldom reached,

Child.” 

Dr. Durkin started her talk 
by saying that the maltreat- 
ment of children is a 
problem of people living 
together, interacting in com- 
plex ways. It involves not 
only the tens of thousands of 
families in which children 
suffer physical, emotional 
and psychological maltreat- 
ment each year, but also the 
countless people who are 
attempting to understand and 
manage the problem: mem- 
bers of federal and provincial 
governments, those in health 
care, legal, and social work 
systems; and anyone concer- 
ned about the welfare of 
children and families. 

Seen from each individuals 
perspective, the picture of 
child abuse and _ neglect 
seems relatively simple to 
understand. The physician 
may perceive it as medical 
problems to be diagnosed 
and treated; the policeman 
as criminal conduct to be 
punished. The psychiatrist 
may view the problem as 
one of parents in need of 
treatment, while the social 
worker may see it as 
children in need of protec- 
tion. The sociologist sees

social disfunction: the mora- 
list sees monstrous and 
unnatural acts. The parent's 
view tends to be clouded by 
their desperation, feelings of 
failure at parenthood, and 
fears of punishment and 
criticism rather than help. 
Who knows what the child’s 
viewpoint is! That is seldom 
heard. 

Seen as a whole - which is 
how we must try to under- 
stand it - the problem is a 
complex and difficult one full 
of half understood relation- 
ships, suspicions, tragedies 
and the unknown. 

Dr. Durkin then showed a 
detailed film on child abuse. 
The following information 
was taken from the film: 


NEGLECT IS DIFFERENT 


It is important that all 
people know the difference 
between child neglect and 
child abuse. The neglected 
child may be defined as a 
child whose basic care has 
been ignored. Be aware of 
the following: a young child 
left unattended when awake; 
young children repeatedly 
locked out of their homes; 
young children left with 
inadequate supervision; chil- 
dren with poor hygiene and 
soiled clothing; children with

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medical and dental neglect; 
children with frequent absen- 
ces from school; children 
who beg or steal lunches at 
school; children who are 
dressed inapropriately for the 
weather. 

Often financial help and 
referrals help families reco- 
ver from this situation and 
rarely is there permanent 
damage or death as a result 
of neglect. 

The Battered Child is 
continually exposed to phys- 
ical abuse at the hands of an 
older stronger person, and 
may be punched, kicked 
bitten or burned. Any of 
these can lead to serious 
injury, mental problems or 
death. 

It is important however, to 
realize that the following 
indications are not neces- 
sarily proof of maltreatment, 
since any one of several 
could reflect situations other 
than abuse. 

In the case of infants, the 
nurse should be on the alert 
for babies admitted with 
symptoms of failure to thrive 
and infants exhibiting de- 
layed development. These 
may indicate the baby is not 
being cuddled or loved. The 
mother may not be feeding, 
changing and caring for the 
infant on a regular basis. 
Her explanation for bruises 
or scars may not be logical 
and should alert the health 
team to a deeper problem. 

The abused older child 
may be withdrawn and have 
great difficulty relating to 
other children, He may have 
old scars and injuries which 
have never received proper 
treatment. He may cling to 
his teacher because he is 
hungry for affection. He may 
have prolonged absences 
from school with his acade- 
mic progress coming to a 
halt. There may be sudden 
behavioural changes - his 
way of calling for help.

PARENT SUFFERED 


According to one survey, 
parents who abuse their 
children are themselves pro. 
ducts of multi-problem fami 
lies, inadequately cared for 
during their own childhood. 
Their background leaves 
them ill-prepared to raise 
children and unable to cope 
with the many obstacles 
encountered in parenting 
Actually the characteristics 
of those who would abuse 
their children are non dis 
tinct. The average age of the 
mother is 26 and the father 
30. The I.Q. can range from 
70 - 130. An abuser can be 
very religious or agnostic 
They come from rich or poor 
families and any walk of life 

Some Predisposing factors 
could lead to child abuse 
These include a premature 
infant; an infant with colic; a 
defective child; one parent 
family in which the social 
isolation is overwhelming; 
post-partum psychosis; se- 
vere disappointment over sex 
of the child. 

After the movie, Wayne 
Wright discussed some of 
our Alberta statistics on 
Child Abuse. In 1975, 421 
cases of child abuse were 
reported; in 1976, 237 cases 
and in 1977, 285 cases. 

Of the 285 cases reported 
in 1977, 141 females abused 
children and 144 males 
abused children. 58% of the 
children abused were under 
four years old. 

Mr. Wright then discussed 
what to do in St. Albert if a 
case of child abuse is 
suspected. Call the St. Al- 
bert Child Protection Dept. 
458-9400. A case worker 
will be sent out immediately 
to investigate the call. If the 
abuse is mild, a protection 
file is started and the parent 
warned re any further prob-

If you intend to build a 
house on your farm or 
acreage, choose a site that 
will make maximum use of 
the sun's energy. This is the 
best way to keep your future 
fuel bills down. 


PROPER SELECTION OF 
SITE 


Try to pick an area on a 
southern slope or one that 
has plenty of trees. A 


A house that will conserve energy 


southern slope will provide 
good insulation for the house 
along its northern wall and 
allow maximum exposure to 
the sun on the south. 
Deciduous trees (those that 
lose their leaves) will provide 
shade for the house during 
the summer, and allow the 
sun to help heat it in the 
winter, especially if the 
house has large windows 
facing south, Trees will also 
shelter the house from wind. 


TREES IMPORTANT 


If you intend to plant your 
trees, itis good idea to put 
evergreens along the north 


and west sides of the house, 
to protect it from the pre- 
Vailing winds, and to plant 
deciduous trees along the 
southern exposure. Most 
people prefer to have no 
large trees on the east side of 
the house so that they can 
take advantage of the early 
morning sun. 


EARTH AS INSULATION 


Mounds of earth can also 
be used to protect a house 
from wind. They should be 
50 to a hundred feet back 
from the north and west 
walls, depending upon the 
location of the house in

When properly integrated 
into the landscape plan, 
these mounds can make 
attractive planting areas. 

If your house plan calls for 
a basement with large 
windows on one side, you can 
keep your future heating bills 
toa minimum by banking the 
other three sides with earth. 
The earth should come to just 
below the main floor level. 


A COMPACT FLOOR PLAN 


Still another way of con- 
serving future energy is to 
reduce the surface area of 
your house by incorporating 
a finished basement. Be- 
cause of the insulation 
provided by the earth, you 
can save up to 25 percent of 
what it would have cost you 
to heat the same square 
footage on the main level. If 
you do not want to finish your 
basement, you should con- 
sider a rectangular house 
rather than an L-shaped one. 
Since a rectangular house 
has less wall area, and, 
therefore, less heat loss, it 
costs about six per cent less 
to heat than an L-shaped 
building of the same size. 

You can further reduce 
potential heating require- 
ments by having only one 
entrance. A house with one 
multi-purpose entrance, 
equipped with a cloakroom 
and washing facilities, re- 
quires considerably less en- 
ergy to heat than a two-en- 
trance house because it has 
less square feet. 


INCREASE INSULATION 


The way you insulate your 
house will also influence your 
future heating bills. Alberta 
Agriculture's home design 
specialists say that 2°' x 6 
studs at 24-inch spacings, as 
opposed to the conventional 
2°’ x 4" studs at 16-inch 
spacings, will increase your 
wall insulation by about half 
as much again. If you use 2"* 
x 4°’ studs, you should use 
foam type insulating sheath- 
ing under the siding or 
construct an inner wall with 
2"' x 3° studs at 16-inch 
horizontal spacings and use 
batt insulation between it 
and the outside wall, The 
specialists also recommend 
insulating the roof with two 
six-inch layers of batt insula- 
tion (instead of the con- 
ventional 6'' loose fill) and 
insulating the joist spaces 
around the perimeter of your 
basement, even if it is not 


finished. You should extend 
the insulation to three feet 
below the ground. 


DOORS AND WINDOWS 

Finally, use insulated 
doors and well constructed, 
tightly fitting windows. If the 
site you have chosen for your 
house does not make maxi- 
mum use of the sun's heat, it 
is a good idea to keep your 
window area toa minimum 
and to use quadruple glazing 
(four panes of glass) on the 
north side of the house and 
triple glazing on the west and 
east sides. They are more 
expensive than double gla- 
zed windows, but they re- 
duce the heat loss by about a 
third.

lem. Referrals are made for 
counselling or other help 
agencies. If the abuse is a 
serious case, the worker 
apprehends the child and 
takes it to hospital. Once a 
child is apprehended there is 
a court case. 

Dr. Durkin then told the 
nurses that a well documen- 
ted record must be kept of 
all treatments and tests done 
on the child. The history as 
given by the parents must be 
charted accurately. The nu- 
rse should follow the hospitals 
rules re taking photographs of 


the child, stating on the chart 
who took the pictures and who 
was present when the photos 
were taken, X-Rays should be 
taken to see if there have been 
any old untreated fractures as 
well as for the recent injury. 
Blood work should be done 
and a coagulation survey car- 
ried out to eliminate the pos- 
sibility of a blood disease 
causing the bruising. A 
urinalysis should be done to 
check for blood in the urine. 
The nurse should chart the 
interaction between the child 
and parent. The parent 
should be asked about the 
time of the accident because 
a delay in bringing the child 
to Emergency could be an 
indication that they are

The exterior has clean modern lines with expansive areas of 
glass panels, contrasting the horizontal natural siding and 
stucco finish. The double carport could easily be enclosed as a 
garage, if you prefer. 

Twin front doors lead to the split-entry foyer. On the left 
there is a stairway to the unfinished basement and on the right 
the wide stairway assends to the family living areas.

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Religious beliefs versus law pose many questions 


Under a new opinion Amish, 
Holdeman and Mennonite peoples 
will have to send their children to 
a public or private school until 
they are 16 years old in the state 
of Kansas. 

Formerly the state took the 
position that it would not interfere 
with religious beliefs of people 
who took their children out of 
public schools in order to safe- 
quard their religious values. 

Under the new opinion such 
children will have to be in an 
alternative program approved by 
the state board of education until 
age 16, for which they can enroll 
in either a public or private church 
school. The former Attorney 
General of Kansas said it was 
unconsitutional for the state board 
to set standards for the education 
of such children. 

A recent test case in southern 
Alberta is still to be decided. One 
family kept their children out of 
school to bring the question of 
church versus public schooling for 
Mennonites before the courts in 


Alberta. 

Meanwhile in Indiana, a Superior 
court has ruled that the Amish and 
members of the Pentecostal House 
of Prayer will be exempt from a law 
requiring photographs on drivers’ 
licenses, which is against their reli- 
gious beliefs. 


PARENTS LOSE RIGHT OF 
CUSTODY FROM MOONIES 


The California Court of Appeals 
has ruled that the placement of five 
young people from age 21 to 25 
years in the temporary custody of 
their parents is unconsitutional. The 
young people were members of the 
Unification Church (Moonies) and 
Judge S. Lee Vavuris had previously 
ruled that “the parent must decide 
what is best for their child.” 

In Canada, an Ontario woman has 
recently stated that she will sell her 
home if necessary, to raise the mo- 
ney to get her child free from the 
Moonies and deprogrammed from 
what she considers the brainwash- 
ing done on the child by the

Question - I have seen ad- 
vertisements of the so called, 
climbing tree stands. They are 
supposed to be completely 
portable. Do you know how 
well they work? Bobby F. 
Answer - Although I have 
never personally used one, I 
have seen them in action and 
they are quite impressive. 

One of the best designs is 
fitted with straps on the 
platform, under which the 
climber hooks his toes, 

The climber first selects a 
tree that is free of limbs to 
the height he wishes to 
climb. He than fits the loose 
bar lock around the tree. 
Standing on the platform, 
facing the tree, he inserts his 
toes under the toe straps. He 
now reaches high, hugs the 
tree and withdraws his legs, 
bringing the stand with him. 
When he again applies 
downward pressure to the 
platform it locks into its new 
position, several inches ab- 
ove its previous location.

Stick to spuds-and you 
can't lose. 

That's the message from 
Dr. Donald Johnson, a 
Canadian orthopaedic surg- 
eon in Christchurch for the 
New Zealand Federation of 
Sports Medicine conference. 

He should know. Dr. 
Johnson, director of the 
sports medicine clinic, Car- 
leton University, Ottawa, is 
himself a marathon runner 
and a former university 
hockey representative. 

He suggests athletes fol- 
low a dietary regimen of 
around SO percent compound 
carbohydrates, 20 to 25 
percent fat. 

And probably the best 
source of compound carbo- 
hydrates (for energy and 
body storage) is the humble 
potato, he says. Many North 
American runners, just be- 
fore the big event, consume a 
big plate of boiled potatoes. 

“In the late 1950's when I 
did my training, it was steak 
... the fellows on the field 
would vomit ... your body's 
trying to tell you something 
+» you certainly don't need 
excessive protein. Most peo- 
ple training at an elite level 
are better on a diet of about

People have final say over 


county system 


The recent MD of Sturgeon “power-play” over the 
Sturgeon School Division #24 because it feared that 
that body was getting too powerful in its own right 
could backfire in time on the MD, even though the 
MD has the power to try and see the move through 
without going to the people. 


And the County type of government itself has only 
been in vogue since the County Act of 1950 made it 
possible anyway, the first counties coming into being 
in 1951. It was in 1961 that the present Municipal 
District of Sturgeon #90 became a county and was 
then dissolved in July 1965. It all seems a case of 
deja vu, and it will be interesting to see if the MD of 
Sturgeon backs down when it meets with elected 
Sturgeon school district officials Thursday morning. 


If the MD of Sturgeon does revert to county status it 
will mean that the school division will wither to 
committee status and will have very much less power 
over the education purse strings. There will have to 
be another election in Sturgeon with possibly 11 seats 
vacant to make room for school committee 
representation, However, under the law, the Sturgeon 
School Division must still have a superintendent. 


Some people might object that under a new system, 
the people with education expertise might be passed 
by for people with considerably less instinct in the 
educational affairs. 


Anyway, if Sturgeon presses ahead with getting its 
County system again, it will have to abide ultimately 
by the decision of the Lieutenant Governor, he will 
decide whether Sturgeon becomes a county or not. 


People may recall that it was the Social Credit 
government which wanted to promote the county 
System, 


And ultimately it is the people who have the choice if 
they wish to get out of the county system. They may 
not be able to vote it in, but they sure can vote it out 
Once the necessary referendum is taken.

Sturgeon cautious on 
handling Evergreen dogs 


The MD of Sturgeon is not 
exactly washing its hands of 
the dog control problem in 
the Evergreen Mobile Home 
Park, but it is suggesting 
that the solution of the 
problem rests largely in the 
park management's hands. 

At the regular meeting of 
the MD last week it was 
moved that the solution to 
the problem should be left to 
private enterprise. 

The motion came out of a 
discussion arising from a 
request from Park Manager 
John French that the MD 
council should research and 
provide legislation for catch- 
ing and disposing of stray 
dogs which terrorize the 
mobile home park. 

A letter told how in the 
3,000 population community 
which is in the MD's 
electoral boundaries, packs 
of dogs are molesting child- 
ren, ravaging garbage, sn- 
apping at people's heals and 
interbreeding. 

Apparently the park man- 
agement has gone to the 
Alberta Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals 
in an attempt to solve the 
problem. But it would be up 
to the MD to bring in the 
legislation to allow for the 


pick-up of stray dogs. 

The MD would have to 
Appoint a person to Supervise 
dog control in the Evergreen 
area and the considerations 
would have to be set out by 
the ASPCA president. 

Statistics released from 
the ASPCA to the MD and 
Evergreen Mobile Home 
Park showed that the Society 


is destroying 35,000 stray 
dogs a year, 40,000 cats with 
15-20,000 being **farmed 
out’ for adoption. 

According to information 
which came up at the 
meeting, other areas in 
Sturgeon which have been 
affected by stray dogs 
problems are Reyda Vista 
and Viscount Estates. 


Arena, road 
improvements for 
Riviere Qui Barre 


There could be some 
moves shortly to improve the 
quality of life in the hamlet of 
Riviere Qui Barre. 

At the regular meeting of 
the MD of Sturgeon last 
week the MD committed 
itself to supplying an un- 
disclosed amount of funding 
for road improvements near 
the community as well as 
paving the ice-surface at the 
arena.

Patricia Mason, 38, was 
awarded an increase in 
monthly payments from $350 
to $400. She was shot in the 
cye by her husband during a 
dispute on June 5S, 1973 and 
lost the sight of her eye. 
Mason, whois responsible 
for a family, home and 
children, receives the award 
to compensate for expenses 
her income as a hairdresser 
does not cover. Her injury 
and further surgery have 
restricted her full earning 
power. Mason's husband 
was convicted and sentenced 
to four years imprisonment. 

The Board also awarded 
$200 in legal fees. Since 
April 1974 Mason has re- 
ceived compensation for pre- 
scription drugs, ambulance

penses, and lost earnings.

Stefan Stojkiewicz, 52, of 
Edmonton was assaulted 
outside the York Hotel on 
June 18 by a man who 
attempted to rob him.

the extension of a water line 
to that community from St. 
Albert. 

Deputy Reeve of the MD 
Lawrence Kluthe feared that 
Edmonton would have the 
monopoly and get all the 
profits if the regional util- 
ity-system went ahead. But 
Mr. Montgomery saw it 
equalizing rates across the 
whole region. 

The study shows that the 
best of modern technology 
will be used to treat sewage 
effluent in the North Sask- 
atchewan River where levels 
were already said to be lower 
because of modern treatment 
methods. 

While Councillor Walter 
Wolanski said he felt there 
were times the (North Sask- 
atchewan) river ‘‘is going to 
stop flowing, it gets so thick’’ 
Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
commented wryly about what 
the politicians will do with 
the recommendations and 
findings of the regional 
utility study: ‘‘They’ll muddy 
her up, there is no doubt 
about that,’’ he said. 

It's expected that the 
regional utilities study will 
go before the cabinet for 
recommendations at the end 
of March. 


THE MD decided to refuse 
an application for a mobile 
home park at NW-30-S4-27- 
W4 from Moe Berube. Mr. 
Berube had been appealing 
against an original decision 
of the MD development 
officer to refuse the de- 
velopment. The MD decided 
not to go with the develop- 
ment ‘‘on this location.’ Mr. 
Kluthe was against the park 
because of ‘‘failure to pro- 
duce sufficient evidence as to 
its capability and services.’’

Disaster Service course

A course concerning res- 
cue during various types of 
disaster was recently att- 
ended by members of the 
Morinville Fire Department.
